Motor Vehicle Output

ASHINGTON, Nov. 1. 
—While production 
registration of motor 
vehicles in the United States 
during the third quarter of 
this year reached a new peak, 
unprecedented activity in the 
sale of automobiles in most of 
the leading countries of the 
world was recorded during 
the same period. 

With each quarter of each suc- 
ceeding year greater sales and 
larger registrations appear to be 
the keynote of the foreign mar- 


kets for American automotive 
products.

CANADA 

Automotive sales in Canada dur- 
ing July and August exceeded ex- 
pectations, production in August 
was higher than in any previous 
months except May, exports of pas- 
senger cars were mére than double 
exports in the corresponding period 
of last year, and imports were like- 
wise higher, a 160 per cent. gain 
being made in trucks. 

A 53 per cent. increase in passen- 
ger cars sold in Ontario and a 60 
per cent. increase in Quebec was 
made in July and August over the 
corresponding months of last year. 
In the sale of commercial vehicles, 
Ontario registered a 73 per cent. in- 
crease and Quebec a 35 per cent. in- 
crease for the two months’ period,

Beauty or Roads? 


M. WILLIAMS, president of the Marmon Motor Car 
Company, in a recent bulletin, calls attention to the 
interesting fact that American women annually spend 
$1,825,000,000 in beauty treatments and the products that 
are used in such treatments. This works out at something 
_Jike $5,000,000 per day for cosmetics. 

Compared with this rather startling total spent on 
beautification of the female face and body, we have an 
expenditure of about $400,000,000 a year for good roads. 

As Mr. Williams notes, we none of us begrudge the 
money spent in making the fairer half of creation still more | 
lovely, but surely the utilitarian object of furnishing trans- 
portation with adequate highways deserves as much of an 
expenditure as beauty. The situation is, Mr. Williams says, 
“as if the householder were buying Chinese rugs and tapes- 
tries while covering his beds with straw mattresses and 
bathing in a tin bathtub.” 

As a practical nation we shall do well to ponder this 
question, whether any expenditure for non-essentials 
should be four times the size of our payment for the 
building and extension of our vitally essential highway 
system. 


One Way Roads 


VER in England, where the traffic 
means as difficult as it is here, they 
ginning to discuss the advisibility of having one-way roads. 
There are one-way streets in London, as there are in most 
Jarge American cities, but some observers are suggesting 
the need for one-way roads in rural or sububan disticts. 

In this country we have tended rather toward widening 
present roads so that traffic in both directions may be carried 
safely and comfortably. At the present time 
roads will carry almost any burden that we can place upon 
them. The one-way road would mean an enormous expense, 
because present highways would have to be duplicated, but 
there is no question as to its effectiveness. At any rate, 
one-way streets are about all that have saved urban traffic 
from actually congealing.
